For the exporting of arms, the Swiss Government requires an export pormit 
designating the country reesiving the arms; thistust be signed by both the 
anbanseior of that ecuatry and by the Swiss Minister of War, Thore are means, 
however, of hiding the identity of the tue purchaser. One of them is to 

meke Gut export pepers through the representative of 2 Latin American country.
